Something About Alfalfa. 

Regarding the 1 'Kentucky Alfalfa 
and CornSuecial" train, which will 
be in Brecaenridge county on Septem- 
ber W ami B0, mention of which is 
made elsewhere, and profitable culti- 
vation of this crop in Kentucky, the 
Courier-Journal says: 

•TLe train is being sent out as a 
kind of railroad school to educate the 
farmers at first hand of the valne of 
altalta »e a food crop und of the prac- 
ticability of its being grown in Ken- 
tucky. Alfalfa, it has been shown, 
is one-half ricner in protein than 
clover. a"d four cuttings of it each 
year can be had in this State. It is 
the beet forage crop in the world. 
Horse*, chickens, hogs and all kinds 
at live stock eat it with relish and 
thrive on it. 

'•From two and one half to three 
tons to tne acre can he realized from 
the first cutting, and from all the four 
cuttings six to eight tons per acre can 
lie secured. An excellent poultry food 
ig made oy grinding alfalfa, and sam- 
ples of this food are now being sent 
all over the country. Stock will walk 
over clover to get alfalfa. It is one of 
the beet known fertilizers. If, it is 
said. Kentucky can grow alfalfa in 
sufficient quantity, it will mean that 
this State can compete with the Wes- 
tern States in the making of beef, 
whereas in the past the farmers of this 
State have had to teed corn as against 
alfalfa, and competition waa impos- 
sible."

Early plaining are being cut ur 
pulled for fodder and the Ute is ripen- 
ing fast; the exception being in Grayson 
and Warren counties, where lirouth has 
necessitated its use for fodder to 

"Tobacco -Tobacco matured rapidly 
during the week and much was cut and 
housed, the late tobacco was also help- 
ed by rain, but it wax detrimental to leaf 
in the barn. The crop is repoited up to 
the average in most localities, but there 
is also complaint of trouble from worms, 
unevennessin the size of plants, and 
some damage from househurning. 

"Forage.— Millet, peas and sorghum 
are good crops, and millet has been 
harvested in good rendition Pastures 
continue green over much of the state. 

"Fruit.— Peaches have been unsatis- 
factory; the [crop is light and mostly 
•gathered. Apples are excellent in a few 
<4ctions, but mostly imperfect and 

dropping are generally reported . 

"Vegetables continue good in many 
sections, but some gardens are begin- 
ning to dry up. Sweet potatoes and 
melcns made fine yields'. Hemp is good 
and much of it cut.

Life History of a Silk Worm. 

j The various slab's in tin- life of a 
I silk worm are interesting. First, we 
have the tiny eggs which batcb Into 
tin- caterpillar or larva. This larva, 
when hatched, upon coming into con- 
tact with the air. Increased in volume 
larger than it had lu the aft, and il 
quickly begins to gnaw the under sur- 
face of the mulberry leal'. It eats day 
and Bight at all hours, except when 
asleep, nud In about thirty days grows 
14,000 times larger than It was at 
birth. As It grows It molts its (kin 
probably four or live times. The most 
interesting period In its career N 
when the worm reaches no age of 
M or 21 days, when its appetite al- 
most ceases. Us size diminishes, and 
it general appearance Is slekly. Very 
soon, however, It begins to move about, 
lifts up its head, and turns lu every 
direction, seeking a place in which to 
spin a net to hold the cocoon which i- 
lo he spuu.
